' with it beyond selling the total current. But if North Am- 
herst people can distribute it in such a manner that 
they can pay expenses and not charge over five cents 
certainly it ought to be distributed in Elyria for twice 
that amount. And if the Electric Company can't do it, 
mayhe we could get the North Amherst people to either 
'do it for us or explain to the Electric Company how it 
can be done. 


Usually the cost is less to distribute it per unit m a 


larger place than in a smaller one. The price in Berea is 
five1" cents against ten cents here for lighting purposes.
